British Landed When Turks Observed 
a Week of Fasting. 
ROTTERDAM, Sept. 10, via London. 
Sept. 11.—Careless watch kept by the 
Turks, who were, observing a week of 
fast prescribed by their religion, was 
responsible for the successful headling 
of British forces at Suvla Bay, accord- 
ing to the testimony of German officers, 
says the Constantinople correspondent 

of the Courant. 

The newspapers’ representative as- 
serts that he has been informed that no 
one saw the approach of the British 
transports with convoys of warships, 
or the landing of troops with artillery. 
The Germans are said to have declared 
that if German troops had been on 
watch not a single British soldier would 
have been able to land.

There has been a further con- 
centration of belligerent troops near 
the Swiss boundaries. The Government 
is considering the advisability of calling

The Overseas News Agency of Ber- 
lin said earlier this week that the 
French had concentrated troops 
along the northwestern border ot 
Switzerland, and that considerable 
forces of Italian troops were report- 
ed to have been shifted from the Aus- 
trian to the Swiss frontier. 

“The Italian measure,” the Over- 
seas Agency said, “might be intended 
as a demonstration that the Swiss 
forces could be hemmed in in case a 
violation of Swiss territory in the 
northwest were attempted.”

FUNDS SOUGHT 
NEW YORK FOR 
RUSH REVOLUTION 


Cards Secretly Circulated Asks 
for Money to Fight Con- 
scription by British.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11:—Mysterious 
subscription cards calling for funds:<to 
fight conscription in Ireland are being 
circulated more or less secretly about 
the city under the alleged patronage of 
the Geraldine Club, an Irish organiza- 
tion headed by a stenographer in the 
New York #ire Department by the name 

of Patrick J. Griffin. 

The creation of a revolution in Ire- 
land whether conscription is put into 
effect or not is the avowed object of 
the leaders of the money raising move- 
ment and the sole hope of success of 
the revolution according to the same 
men, is based on the fact that at the 
proper time Germany is expected to 
land arms in Ireland and give assurance 
of the recognition of Ireland as an in- 
dependent state. 

The subscription cards declaring that 
the British Government is buying riot 
shrapnel in American munition factories 
to slaughter Irishmen who resist con- 
scription have been spread broadcast. 

Griffin denied he had signed or au- 
thorized the cards or knew anything 
about them, but admitted he was presi- 
dent of the Geraldine Club. 

“T did not discuss any plan for an 
Iri revolution when I was in Ber- 
lin,” said Alphonse Koelble, the Ger- 
man-American leader, who recently re- 
turned from Berlin. I will say,“ he 
continued, that the freedom of Ire- 
land is one of my dreams and that I 
would be delighted if it could be ef- 
fected. It would be a great thing for 
Germany if such a backfire could be 
established in England, and I am sure 
if 50,000 good rifles could be taken into 
Ireland and put into the proper hands 
it would bring at least a half million 
troops from the front.“

“The First Chief, with an army of 150,- 
Ak, at present controls the greater part 
uw the national domain and, in the exe- 
culive zone subject to his authority, he 
has re-established all the functions of 
public administration. He has repaired 
the lines of communication, rail way traf- 
fic has been resumed and in the fields 
and in the cities there has been a new 
movement and animation of normal] life. 

“From the foregoing I do not doubt 
that Your Excellencies will have the 
intimate conviction that, upon entering 
into agreements with the conquered fac- 
tions, the First Chief would renounce, 
not alone the victory gatned at the cost 
of so great a sacrifice, but also the first 
chieftaincy of the Constitutionalist army 
and the executive power of the nation 
and break faith with the people and vio- 
late the confidence reposed in him by 
the army and the Mexican people. 

Moreover, your excellencies should not 
forget that the longing for liberty and 
democracy of this people is entirely 
legitimate and no one has the right to 
impede their enjoyment at a not far 
distant future of the spontaneous fruit 
of their grievous struggle. 

Carranza’s Proposal. 

“In view of the foregoing considera- 
tions, the First Chief of the Constitu- 
tionalist army, in charge of the execu- 
tive power of the nation, recommends 
that I say to you, Messrs Ministers, as 
I in fact have the honor to do, that 
he regrets not being able to accept, 
upon the conditions and for the object 
indicated in your courteous invitation, 
but that, convinced of the sincerity and 
the noble desires of the governments 
of your excellencies to contribute to- 
ward the re-establishment of peace in 
Mexico, this soon wil be accomplished 
by the forces of the Constitftionalist 
movement, and, in order to riprocate 
the courtesies of your excellencies and 
your worthy proposition, and as a proof 
of the harmony and frank friendship 
which should exist between the Amer- 
fcan republics, he, for L part, has the

WOMAN TELLS OF 
“$500,000” BABY 
STOLEN FROM HER 


She Says That the Late John C. 
C. Mayo, Kentucky Million- 
aire, Promised the Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 11.— When the 


late John C. C. Mayo, the Kentucky 
schoolteacher who became a million- 
aire and national figure in politics 
within a few years, registered at one 
ot St. Louis’ leading hotels, with his 
“niece,” a few years ago, the dis- 


tinguished Southerner and his prettv 
companion occupied the most luxur- 
ious apartments the hotel. afforded. 
Today his companion on that trip-- 
now known not to have been his 
niece—is living in a rooming house 
ir. Cincinnati and her appeal: “I want 
my baby; they can keep the 3500.— 
000!” has aroused gossip ih the na- 
tional capital and in the social cir- 
cles of Kentucky and is being con- 
sidered in the courts’ of Cincinnati. 

Mrs. Estelle Cooper Gay, the 
“niece,” has asked the Cincinnati 
courts to help her find her chili, 
John C. Mayo, Jr. In a habeas cor- 
pus writ just issued in Cincinnati, Dr. 
S. J. D. Meade, a well known phy- 
sician, and his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Laura Mullins, are ordered to present 
the child in court. The physician de- 
nies any knowledge of such a child. 
When the case is taken up again in 
a week, attorneys for the woman 
promise to produce witnesses who cc 
know of the child, and they are hope- 
ful of finding the missing baby him- 
self. 

Mayo Promised Her $500,000. 

Mayo promised to settle $500,000 on 
her for the benefit of the child, she 
says. Now the woman declares she 
will forego any claims she may have 
against the estate of Mayo, estimated 
at $10,000,000, which: went to his 
widow. She merely wants the child, 
which she saw only for a few min- 
utes, she says, when it was spirited 
away from her. Opposition attorneys 
assert that the child—if there was 3 
child—is dead and that the story of 
Mrs, Gay is being told for the purpose, 
ob obtaining a large part of the Mayo 
estate. 

In her testimony, Mrs. Gay said she 
had been harassed for months by de- 
tectives, who caused her to sign pa- 
pers which she did not understand. 
She said that a physician used sur- 
gical instruments to torture her into 
making statements. She told of de- 
mands upon her to tell of inside“ 
facts regarding the National Demo- 
cratic Convention at Baltimore. 

Mrs. Gay told of her life of luxury’ 
as the “niece” of Mayo while she 
lived in the Riverside Drive apart- 
ment in New York City. She also 
told how, since the death of Mayo, 
there had been times when she was 
penniless. She told how she had 
read to Mayo during entire nights 
or had satisfied his peculiar desire 
for riding in a taxicab all night. She 
described her travels with Mayo. She 
said she traveled on the same train 
with Mrs. Mayo once, but did not 
meet her. 

“I knew Mr. Mayo when I was a lit- 
tle girl, said Mrs. Gay. I was born in 
Mount Sterling, Ky. My father was 
Judge Cooper. I came from New York 
City to Cincinnati July 8, 1913. I was 
met at the depot and in a closed taxi 
was driven to a house. My boy was 
born at 4 o’clock the next morning. He 
was given to a woman when he was 
seven hours old. 

Signed Many Papers. 

“Afterward I was taken back to New 
York. I was ill for five weeks. Mr. 
Mayo was not told of my condition and 
I did not know he had died until some 
time later. When I began to recover, 
lawyers came to see me. They all had 
papers. I finally signed the papers 
to be rid of them. I do not know what 
I signed, but I probably have forfeited 
all my rights to a part of Mr. Mayo’s 
estate. That is not what I want now; 
I want my baby. ' 

“A United States Senator, a friend of 
Mr. Mayo, offered a $1500 check to me so 
that I might go to Europe. I accepted. 
Another friend learned of this end told 
me to return the money as it was part 
of a scheme to get me out of the way. 
I did as he advised and lost the Sen- 
ator’s friendship. He told me he would 
no longer pay my expenses at the 
Roosevelt Hospital. I left there, sick ag 
I was, that night. 

“Attorneys tried to persuade me to 
file a $100,000 suit against the Mayo es- 
tate. 
if the suit ever was filed. They prom- 
ised to get my baby,for me. At one 
time I was told I would be taken to my 
baby. We started. My detectives fol- 
lowed in a taxi, but the physician who 
was guiding me became suspicious and 
I did not see my baby. 


J was asked to write out all about 
my relations with Mr. Mayo and facts 
about the personal life of his promi- 
nent friends. I was to tell what Mr. 
Mayo told me about the Democratic 
convention in Baltimore. After I agreed 
to that I was permitted to see my baby 
for the second time. He was 13 months 
old. Dr. Meade, Mrs. Meade and Mrs. 
Mullins were with me ‘n the apartment. 
I have not seen my baby since then.“

FLEEFROM TEXAS 
ABANDONING CROPS 


Good Tenants Near Brownsville 
Fear Outlaws of Own Race 
on This Side of Border. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex.,. Sept. 11.— 
About 2000 Mexicans have left this sec- 
tion for Mexico, according to figures 
obtained here today. At one ranch near 
Sebastian, Tex., all four Mexican tenant 
families have departed, ledving their 
crops unharvested and deserting what 
promised to be a record cogn crop of 
large profits for themselves. Other 
Mexicans who own land have aban- 
doned evtrything except a few house- 
hold goods in their haste to get back 
into Mexico. A large portion, if not 
virtually all, of these are what are 
termed here as “good Mexicans.” 

In some cases American owners of 
the lands they had worked are arrang- 
ing to give the Mexicans a share of the 
ctops which would have been due had 
these tenants remained, but making 
these arrangements is difficult, because 
the Mexicans refuse to cross the river, 
even for an hour’s business interview. 
and Americans for whom they worked 
feel an equal lack of confidence in ven- 
turing to the Mexican side. 

Mexican women form the largest part 
of the p&ssengers crossing the Rio 
Grande here, the women apparently be- 
ing about the only class of persons in 
the disturbed area who believe they 
have nothing to fear. The Mexicans 
who have fled to Mexico have not gone 
alone on account of the rigid clean-up 
of bad characters made by American 
peace officers, but also in fear of bad 
men and revolutionists among their own 
people on the American side. 

In addition to two Mexicans known 
to have been slain by their own people, 
it is said that two or three other Mex- 
icans at least have been killed by the 
bandits. The use of shotguns in some 
of these killings has been held as par- 
tial évidence against Mexican plotters, 
as organized forces on the American 
side use rifles and pistols. 

On the outlying sections suspicion is 
still so great that Mexicans found out 
alone at night might as well be dead, 
and a Mexican seen on horseback with 
a gun or a rifle at any time of the day 
is in danger of death. The extension 
of the army patrol into rural districts 
is reported to be reducing this suspicion 
and restoring more normal living condi- 
tions among both nationalities. In cities 
and towns of any size throughout the 
valley there has never been any serious 
danger, either to Mexicans or Amer- 
icans. 


Ransom Asked for American; Villa 

Said to Be Losing Control of Men. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—State and 
Wac Devartment officials were aroused 
ever the kidnaping of an American cit- 
izen by Mexican bandits at Columbus, 
N. M. John Lowenbruck, a ranchman, 
was seized by a band of Mexicans, said 
to be soldiers, and carried across the 
border. Word was sent back that he 
was being held for a $2000 ransom. 

Secretary Lansing sent representations 
to Gen. Villa, through Consular Agent 
Carothers, demanding that the ranch- 
man be released. 

The administration has reports indi- 
cating that Gen. Villa is losing control 
of some of his forces in Northern Mex- 
ico and that many of the soldiers have 
broken away from their commands and 
organized into belligerent bands.

2000 Mexican Newspapers Destroyed 
at San Antonio and Laredo, 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 11.—Two 
thousand Mexican newspapers held up 
at the postoffice here and at Laredo 
were destroyed by fire on orders from 
the department at Washington. These 
papérs had been refused admission to 
the United States mails because of in- 
flammatory matter published therein 
wgainst the United States.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The Norwegian 
Government has awarded to the Elec- 
tric Boat Co. of New Tork, builders of 
the Holland type of submarine, con- 
tracts for a special type of undersea 
boat to be built from the company’s 
design in a ship yard in Norway, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by the 

successful contractor today. 

At the present time all the submarines 
in the Nerwegian navy are of Krupp 
type and have been built in Germany.

He also announced his 
intention of voting against ratification 
at the polls. 

Among the more important provisions 
or the new constitution are the fol- 
lowing: 

The reorgarization of the Staie gov- 
ernment into 17 civil departments, re- 
ducing the number of elected officers 
and providing for the appointment of ‘all 
others. 

Reform of civil court procedure and 
rrovisions designed to prevent delays 
in the administration of justice; sim-

MRS. BARR RAPS RACE SUICIDE. 


T 84 yearg of age, that remark- 
A able woman, Amelia E. Barr, 
has written a vigorous, inter- 
esting and compelling romance with 
the title, “The Measure of a Man,“ 
the evident purpose of which is to 
convince women that the Bible in- 
junction to “increase and multiply” 
is good for the race and good for the 
individual. Indeed, Mrs. Barr believes 
and teaches in this whole-souled, 
thoroughly religious romance, that 
the opposite course spells ruin, espe- 
cially for women. 

The hero of the story is a York- 
shire cotton manufacturer, wealthy 
and of good family. Mrs. Barr at the 
outset of her narrative.styles him “a 
man of God,” which, until we learn 
more, suggests a clergyman. What 
she means is that this man, devoted 
to hig country, his district, his em- 
ployes, and especially his family, is 
of that true patriarchal character 
which, at its best, is entirely admir- 
able and accofding to divine ideals, 
as found in the Bible. 

This full-sized man has the mis- 
fortune to marry a young woman 
who has imbibed the notion that the 
smaller the family, the better. She 
has one child, a daughter, and ig so 
engrossed in matters of society, dress, 
club and other out-of-home engage- 
ments, that she tells her husband 
that even this child is one too 
many.” In this she is upheld by her 
aristocratic and fashionable mother. 

Things go on in this way until 
misfortune comes with its inevitable 
lesson. The time of the story is 60 
years ago, when one would not look 
for race suicide ideas. But Mrs. Barr 
knows her people and has a good 
memory, and we may rest assured 
that she found such ideas prevalent 
even at that date. The misfortune 
that helps to change the young wife's 
mind on the question of bearing chil- 
dren was the American Civil War, 
which ruined the cotton districts of 


England. Her husband's mill has to 


be closed with the rest. Women and 


childrén all around die of starva-- 


tion. Her mother is shocked into a 
change of thought by witnessing 
these distressing events. And the one 
chilé she considered too many dies of 
diphtheria just when it has become 
most dear to its parents. 

We get a glimpse of the couple 
several years afterwards. The erring 
mother, now a normal, well-balanced 
woman, has several stalwart sons and 
all ta well. She, like her husband,

perfeét human stature, and health 
and happiness wait upon a completed 
family.

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GALSWORTHY’S LAND REFORM 
ROMANCE. 


OHN GALSWORTHY’S latest novel 
4 with a purpose is entitled The 
Freelan ds.“ and it's purpose is to 
arouse the British ‘“‘bigwigs’’ to the 
point of doing something definite to- 
wards solving the land problem in Eng- 
land. 

As he sees it, England is rapidly be- 
coming a place devoted to vast cities 
and big country pleasure parks for those 
who have money. The agricultural la- 
borer is being crowded off che land. 
The remedy suggested is that he be 
given a chance to buy land, on easy 
terms and long time, the big estates 
being taken for the purpose, under the 
right of eminent domain, as was done 
in Ireland, with a proper compensation 
for present owners. 


Galsworthy does not give this as his 
own remedy. The problem is discussed, 
in all its phases, by the wealthy, tal- 
ented and public-spirited Freeland fam- 
ily, whose various members are the 
principal characters in his romance. 

The novel is not merely an economic 
discussion. It is a real romance, with 
a touching love story as its chief charm 
and a strong vein of tragedy as the nat- 
ural result of the injustice depicted.

the man who has had experience with trench warfare knows that something 
is under way. It may be only the charge of a company, hoping to improve 
the section of a traverse to which they cling with bitter determination; it 
may be a battalion’s attempt to straighten out a partially-won zone; it may 
be the lurid charge of a brigade or division, intended to oceupy 90 much as 
a square mile of enemy ground. The tense quiet always precedes it. 

An uncannily vivid picturé of this aspect of the fighting on the western 
front in Europe is conveyed in the story of one advance by ‘‘ Action Front 
in the Westminster Gazette. The action he deseribes was not dignified by a 
name. It is merely one of the series of struggles that have taken place 


|W quiet, tense quiet, settles down along the earned line of the 


been a signal to the British guns. About 
a dosen reports thudded out quickly 
and separately, and then in one terrific 
blast of sound the whole line broke out 
in heavy fire. The infantry in the 
trenches could distinguish the quick- 
following bangs of the guns directly in 
line behind them, could separate the 
vicious swish and rush of the shells 
passing immediately over their heads. 
Apart from these the reports blended n 
one long throbbing of noise, an 
indeseribable medley of moanings, 
shrieks, and whistling in the air rent 
by the passing shells. 

„Along the line of front marked for 
the main assault the guns suddenly 
lifted their fire and commenced to pour 
it further back, although a number of 
the lighter guns continued to sweep the 
front parapet with gusts of shrapnel. 
And then suddenly it could be seen 
that the front British trench was alive 
and astir. The infantry, who had been 
crouched and prone in the shelter of 
their trenches, rose suddenly and began 
to clamber over the parapets into the 
open and make their way out through 
the maze of their low entanglements. 
Instantly the parapet opposite began to 
crackle with rifie fire and to beat out a 
steady tattoo from the hammering ma- 
chine guns. 

“The bullets hissed and spat across the 
open and hailed upon the opposite par- 
apet. Scores, hundreds of men fell be- 
fore they could clear the entanglements 
to form up in the open, drvpped as they 
climbed the parapet, or even as they 
stood up and raised a head above it. 
But the mass poured out, shook itself 
10ughly into line, and began to run 
across the open. They ran for the most 
part with shoulders hunched and heads 
stooped, as men would run through a 
heavy rainstorm to a near shelter. And 
as they ran they stumbled and fell and 
picked themselves up and ran again— 
or crumpled up and lay still or squircm- 
ing feebly. 


Line Simply Withered. 

4 S the line swept on doggedly it 
thinned and shredded into brok- 
ken groups. The men dropped 

under the rifle bullets singly or in twos 

and threes; the bursting shells tore great 
gaps in the line, snatching a dozen 
men at a mouthful; heré and there, 
where it ran into the effective sweep of 

a maxim, the line simply withered and 

dropped and stayed still in a string of 

huddled heaps among and on which the 
bullets continued to drum and thud. 

The open ground was dotted thick 
with men, men lying prone and still, 
men crawling on hands and knees, men 
dragging themselves slowly and painful- 
ly with trailing, useless legs, men limp- 
ing, hobbling, staggering, in a desper- 
ate endeavor to get back to their para- 
pet and escape the bullets and shrapnel 
that still stormed down upon them. 

“The British gunners dropped their 
ranges again, and a deluge of shells and 
shrapnel burst crashing and whistling 
upon the enemy's front parapet. The 
rifle fire slackened and almost died, and 
the last survivors of the charge had 
such chance as was left by the enemy's 
shells to reach the shelter of their 
trench. Groups of stretcher-bearers 
lenped out over the parapet and ran to 
pick up the wounded, and hard on their 
heole another line of infantry swarmed 
out and formed up for another attack. 
As they went forward at a run the roar 
of rifles and machine guns swelled 
again, and the hail of bullets began to 
sweep across to meet them. 

“Inte the forward trench they had 
vacated the stream of another battalion 
poured and had commenced to climb out 
in their turn before the advancing line 
was much more than half-way across. 
This time the casualties, although appal- 
2 heavy, were not so hopelessly se- 
vere as in the first charge, probably be-
